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State of The Community 


In 1992 the Town’s financial picture showed a marked 


improvement over prior years. Interest on borrowing in 
anticipation of taxes, projected at $45,000, was $34,000. This 
interest expense is projected to decrease more in 1993. The 


improvement can be attributed mainly to the effect of semi-annual 
tax billing and to the excellent work of Treasurer, Mary Butcher. 


The economy of the region continues to be sluggish. The 
desire to provide additional services has been balanced against 


the financial impact of tax increases. This year’s operating 
budgets represent an attempt to maintain services at existing 
levels and nothing. more. It has been extremely difficult. 


Because payroll and related expenses are a major part of the 
budget, employees are again being given nominal increases. These 
increases are not a true indication of their value to the Town. 


The Department of Revenue Administration has presented us 
with a new chart of accounts for reporting. The most noticeable 
impact will be in Town Charges where Town Officers Salaries, Town 
Office Expenses and Election and Registration are replaced by 
Executive (Selectmen, Staff and expenses), Election, Registration 
and Vital Statistics (Town Clerk, Deputy Town Clerk, Supervisors, 
Ballot clerks, Moderator and expenses), and Financial 
Administration (Tax Collector, Treasurer, Auditors and expenses). 


With the successful completion of the first year of 
operation of the Transfer Station/Recycling Center the budget is 
being presented with the Highway Department budget in a single 


Warrant article under the category Public Works. The purpose of 
this is to give Road Agent Gordon Huckins flexibility in managing 
the added responsibility. Accounting for the two will remain 
separated. 

There are two proposed amendments to the Zoning Ordinance on 
the official ballot. These amendments will alter the business 
and commercial district boundaries, offering the Town an 


opportunity to expand it’s business base and help to reduce the 
pressures on residential property owners. 


Finally, in addition to budget items on the warrant, there 
are non-monetary articles which are submitted by petition or 
included by the Board of Selectmen because they are worthy of 
your consideration.

Pact 518 (Cub Scouts) presented the flag. We gave salute to 
the flag and sang the Star Spangled Banner. 


Reverend Rusty Pettis gave the invocation. 


The Moderator at this time recognized Robert Fischer who is 
the chairman of Selectmen. Bob went on to say that every year at 
Town Meeting a citizen is selected to receive a plaque for long, 
continuous and quality service to the Town. This year Bob 
Moulton has been chosen. Bob Moulton has served 12 years on the 
Board of Selectmen. He has been on the Planning Board, Zoning 
Board, Trustee of Trust Funds (and still is), Ballot Clerk, 
served on the Board of The Gordon Nash Library and Town 
Moderator. Bob is also a good neighbor and loyal friend. 


The Moderator at this time recognized Barbara Chase. 
Barbara wanted to mention that we all take a moment to remember 
Arthur and Katherine Seavey, Arthur who passed away earlier this 
year and to Katherine who is in the hospital with a broken leg.

for purchase of a portable pump, $2,589.98 for 
the purchase of paging devices, $3,088.98 for the 
purchase of self contained breathing apparatus,

Department. The moderator said all those in favor of the motion 
to modify the Article signify by saying aye. The ayes have it 
with one naye vote. 


After a long discussion, Pete Gulick made a motion to table the 
Article until next year. This was seconded by Kenneth Torsey. 
The moderator said all those in favor of tabling the Article 
signify by saying aye. There were a few ayes, but the nayes came 
in first. The motion to table was defeated. 


Back to the Article: After a long discussion Peter Gulick spoke 
to make a motion to amend the Article to read: To see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,998.89 to 
hire a contractor to instruct the members of the Fire Department 
to understand the code system and if a private or public 
organization needs that code officer then they would pay a fee 
set by the Selectmen to cover costs of the Inspection. This was 
seconded by Fran Maineri. The moderator at this time asked Mr. 
Gulick to put this in writing. Upon receiving the written 
amendment, the moderator read as follows: To see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,988.88 to 
contract a part-time code consultant to instruct the Fire 
Department on life saving codes and anyone requesting these fire 
code inspection services will pay a fee to be set by the 
Selectmen.

Annual Police Report 


As I advised you last year, I did not feel that this 
Department could operate on the budget I was told to put in for. 
As you can see, we were unable to stay within that amount. What 
really concerns me is that again this year, I was told no more than 
a two percent (2%) raise and the bottom line should not increase 
Significantly over the past two (2) years. 


I have tried to cut out as much as I can without losing the 
services we have provided to the residents of this Town. However, 
this can no longer continue -- it has gotten to the point of making 
some significant cuts in services if this budget is not passed as 
I present it. 


There is one section that is of significant concern, and it 
has to do with the pay scale. Back on March 18, 1989, at Town 
Meeting, the Townspeople made several motions from the floor to 
increase the base rate of pay for Patrol Officers. The end result, 
after some discussion, was a final motion to increase the budget by 
$10, 900.00, to be used to upgrade the pay rate. Also, part of this 
was to be used to come up with a pay scale to be made and used to 
keep this rate from getting out of line again. This was done, and 
I brought the proposed pay scale to the Board of Selectmen and they 
approved its use. For the years of 199@ and 1991, it was used; and 
then in 1992, it was not even close to the scale. Also in that 
same year, the Town employees started to contribute towards the 
health insurance costs. Now again in 1993, we are being told "No" 
to the preset pay-rate scale and the contribution cost has gone up 
as well. If this is not corrected, employees, who are currently 
looking, will actively seek employment elsewhere. This is 
something that cannot be stopped even with the pay increase. 
However, I do feel strongly that it would make it less attractive 
and, maybe, put the idea of changing jobs to rest for a while. I 
do realize that no matter what you pay or do for some, they will 
always feel its better somewhere else. The old saying, “It’s 
always greener on the other side of the fence", is usually true 
until you get there and find out it is not any better or, 
sometimes, may be even worse. 


I am asking for the 1988 Plymouth Gran Fury to be replaced. 
The mileage is lower than what we usually see; however, please 
think about the following reasons for my request. 


1. This cruiser is six (6) years old. The body has 


some rust which is starting to come through in 
four (4) places. The suspension is bad and needs 
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extensive repairs, shocks, leaf springs, exhaust, 
brakes including drums and rotors, the axles 
should be checked and, maybe, replaced, the 


transmission will need to be serviced. We have a 
noise coming from the engine. This noise has been 
inconsistent, not doing it all the time. This 


cruiser is not as efficient as the two (2) Ford 
LTD’s are for gas mileage. This cruiser also is 
not on any type of extended warranty. Another 
thing we can tell you is how many moving miles are 
on the vehicle, but we cannot tell you how many 
hours of idle time are on a cruiser. This cruiser 
has six (6) years of idle time. 


2. The 1991 duty Ford LTD does have a few thousand 
more miles on it, but it has just come off an 
extended warranty. This cruiser was down the 
first few weeks of 1993, as it got a new 
transmission which was installed under the 
warranty. While it wae in, they checked a lot of 
the covered parts, and it wae in good condition. 
They also had taken a compression test and found 
it had a high compression reading, which surprised 
the service technician for the amount of mileage. 
In their opinion, the Ford LTD would be the one to 
keep. The same service technician looked over the 
Plymouth Gran Fury, and his advice was to replace 
this one. The Ford LTD only has two (2) years of 
idle time on it. 


If we do not replace a cruiser this year, I would 
be faced with major repair bills, and with 1994 
coming in, asking for two (2) new cruisers. The 
State bid price this year is lower than last year. 
Also, the vehicle would be painted like the 1991 
duty Ford LTD -- dark blue and white. 


We will be having a dog clinic again this year, in April. I 
also plan on having the bicycle safety course again this year. a 
hope to be able to do more at the schools this year. 


We also have a new patrolman. On December 1, 1992, Robert 
Estes resigned from the Department; and on January 1, 1993, Robert 
C. LaBarge, Jr., was hired to fill the position. Robert C. 


LaBarge, Jr., has worked here as Special Officer since November 29, 
1989; and, in March, 1992, he graduated the 96th Police Academy. 
I believe he will do a good job for us. 


In closing, I wish to express my sincere thanks for your 
continued support and help.

New Hampton Fire Department 
1992 Report 


1992 was a busy year again for members of the department. 
We were able to re-write our by-laws to bring them more in-line 
with the changes that have occurred over the past few years. 
Many hours were donated by members for training, repair projects, 
maintenance, and other jobs just too numerous to count. I am 
deeply grateful to all for the time spent doing these things. I 
would also like to thank all the people who have supported the 
Fire Department these past years. We all realize the sacrifices 
people have had to make during these times. I’ve tried to keep 
requests down in order to spread out the overall impact, but we 
still need to try and stay on track. I believe this is going to 
make quite a difference in 4-5 years, then you should be able to 
see these requests level out somewhat and possibly -decrease. 


I would like to extend an open invitation to all the 
Townspeople to come down and see first hand the new equipment, 
how it functions, our needs for the future, and just get an idea 
of what it’s all about. We are at the station Monday nights at 
7PM for training, meetings and_ so forth, so stop by, someone 
would be more than happy to show you around and answer any 
questions you might have. 


This past year we were unfortunate enough to have 
experienced several accidents, the first I might add, in a long 
time. The department had to incur the cost of the insurance 
deductible ($100@.) on two of the accidents and had to. pay the 
third out-right from our operating budget, which set us back. 
Needless to say we went without some of the things we had hoped 
to move forward with. 


At the time of writing this report we are looking into 
trying to get the State of NH Department of Transportation 
involved in a cost-sharing plan on a new fire truck. If this 
works out we will be asking for approval at town meeting to move 
the purchase up to this year instead of next year. If we can not 
work out an agreement we still have an article to put monies into 
the capital reserve account. Several other requests will be 
brought up for a vote, those being: additional increase in the 
operating budget, an ongoing replacement and update request for 
equipment. Included with the equipment list is a request fora 
boat motor and computer with printer. This will allow us to put 
into operation our new Zodiak rescue boat that we purchased this 
past year with monies from donations in Chief William Clement’s 
name, fund raising events, and business/citizen contributions in 
the community. The computer will assist us in keeping track of a 
lot of information, records, training, and so forth and reduce 
the man hours spent doing this by individual entering. Some of 
the software comes with the computer and other items are 
available through State and Federal Agencies at no additional 
cost. 
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Again thank-you for your support, and don’t forget to check 
your smoke detector batteries.

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Forest Fire Warden 
1992 Report 


1992 was below average for wildfires reported in the state. 
The largest fire was in May in Rumney where a fire burned 
approximately 150 acres costing about $30,000.00 to extinguish. 
This can go to show you that forest fires can be very costly to 
extinguish. The town experienced one large fire on Coolidge 
Woods Road in the spring that burned several acres. 


The fire lookout towers reported 289 fires, burning a total 
of 136 acres across’ the state. The major causes of fires were 
fires kindled without a permit, unknown causes and children. 


Local fire departments are responsible for suppressing 
fires. The small average fire size of .47 acre/fire is a tribute 
to early detection by the public or the fire tower system and the 
quick response of the trained local fire department. Please help 
myself and the department by obtaining a fire permit before 
kindling an open fire. 


Please help the town and state forest fire officials with 
fire prevention. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27) requires 
that, "No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause to be 
kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material in 
the open, except when the ground is covered with snow, without 
first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden 
of the town where the burning is to be done”. Violation of this 
statute is a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of up’ to $1000.00 
and /or a year in jail and you are liable for suppression costs.

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New Hampton Highway Department Report 


1992 was a positive year for our department. Considerable 
progress was made in our road rebuilding program. Also, our new 
transfer station and recycling center completed its first year of 
operation. Since both the Highway Department and Transfer and 
Recycle Center work in unison, next year you will see this listed 
as the Public Works Department with both areas covered under one. 


In 1992 we finished Dana Hill Road with 1” overlay on the 
balance that was left from the 1991 rebuilding. We also did the 
overlay on the balance of the grinding put down on Blake Hill 
Road in 1991. Also in 1992, we reconstructed from the foot of 
Sinclair Hill up over Pinnacle Hill Road to Upper New Hampton 
Road as far as the Meredith Town line. What a difference we made 
there! We also made a good start at rebuilding Lower Oxbow Road. 
The old pavement(what was left) was ground up. Several inches of 
gravel was added and then finished with 4" of asphalt grindings. 
We still have some ditch and tree work to do in 1993, along with 
overlaying the grindings with asphalt. 


In 1993, with your support, I hope to finish this work 
mentioned above on Lower Oxbow Road. Also, I hope we can 
continue our reconstruction on Blake Hill Road. Victor Huckins 
Road also needs our attention and I hope to be able to address 
this need in 1993. ; 


The Highway Block Grant from the State has increased by 
$7000. this year to $58,756. This money along with the Warrant 
Article of $100,000 which you have approved for us the last four 
years is what we operate our road rebuilding project on. Again, 
I ask for your support to make these improvements, which everyone 
of us benefits from.

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Solid Waste and Recycling Committee Report 


The New Hampton Solid Waste and Recycling Committee is proud 
to announce that the initial year of the Solid Waste Transfer 
Station, with its Recycling Center, was a great success. In 
large part, this success has been due to: the other members of 
the Solid Waste Committee (Selectmen Bob Jeffers, Bill Chase, 
Clare Eckert and John Babcock), Gordon Huckins and the Highway 
Department crew, the many volunteers who worked at the Recycling 
Center, logging 9.4 hours per week, and the residents of New 
Hampton. There is no secret to New Hampton’s success: it was a 
group effort. 


Let’s get to some specifics. During the first year of 
operation, the estimated resident recycling rate was 20%. 
According to the American Glass Institute, for a town with New 
Hampton’s population size, we recycled nearly 40% of the 
available bottle glass. Bighty-five point twenty-three (85.23) 
tons of recyclables were brought to the Recycling Center, where 
they were sorted, processed, loaded onto a trailer, transported 
and sold. Revenues from this source totaled $2075.00. Because 
this 85 tons was not transported to or buried in SANCO, the 
Bethlehem landfill, the savings (cost avoidance from 
transportation and tipping fees) to the Town’s taxpayers was 
$4782.00. Thus the total revenue from the Recycling Center was 
$6857.00 minus $1260.00 (9 trips) for transporting the 
recyclables. The net profit, therefore, was $5597.00. For those 
interested in the effect of the baler, an average of 3 tons was 
transported to market before the baler andi12 tons afterwards. 
Thus, nearly $2660. in savings from transportation costs can be 
attributed to the baler. 


Special thanks are given to Bill Chase and Stanley Huckins 
for the fine job they did managing the Recycling Center. They 
instituted several labor and time efficiency modifications to the 
existing equipment from scrap materials. 


The Transfer Station processed and sent to the landfill an 
estimated 527 tons of municipal solid waste (MSW) and 202 tons of 
construction and demolition debris and bulky wastes. Overall, 
of the $94,084.90 appropriated at the last Town Meeting, only 
$70,461.95 was spent. Thus, the savings was $23,622.95.

One issue that has drawn a great deal of attention this year 
is the study of the Pemigewasset River. The commission has been 
working in conjunction with The Wild and Scenic Study Committee 
Loy cery to promote a better understanding of what river 
“protection” really means. 


The commission is very grateful to Dave Erler for the many 
tireless hours that he has given to all of us. One of the many 
projects he took upon himself was to compile a wetlands inventory 
of the entire town. This included research to locate the many 
wetland areas. An on site inspection was then done at every site 
to inventory plant and wildlife species inherent to the area. 
Soil and water conditions as well as many other important or 


unique features were documented. All of this information was 
then compiled and entered into a working inventory. This 
inventory is an invaluable tool to be utilized in all aspects of 
town land use planning. Dave has also been presenting the 


program of environmental awareness to the New Hampton Fourth 
Grade class each year. Dave has resigned as an active member of 
the commission, however he has assured us that he is available 
for consultations. 


For the coming year we are looking forward to working with 
two new members; Jean Thompson and Jim Felch.

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Planning Board Report 


The following report summarizes decisions made by the 
New Hampton Planning Board on behalf of the town and its 
residents during the fiscal year 1992. This past year few 
Subdivision Applications or review requests have been 
presented indicative of the continuing inactivity of the real 
estate market. 


The New Hampton Planning Board has conducted and 
completed approval of 7 new subdivisions involving a total of 
28 new lots. Also reviewed were 3 site plan review 


applications and 5 boundary line adjustments. Fees collected 
for 1992 totalled $2482.47. Currently there are in excess of 
14@ vacant lots just from previously approved subdivisions. 


Earth Excavation regulations were written and adopted by 
the New Hampton Planning’ Board. Special thanks to Susan 
LeDuc for her extra effort in developing this model document. 
The New Hampton Planning Board is in the process of updating 
the Capital Improvements Program asa guide to assist town 
officials and the public in making sound funding 
choices. A level tax rate and capital reserve funding were 
key distinctions identified in this advisory document. 


In 1992 the Planning Board developed a recommendation 
for redefining the Commercial Zone boundaries by conducting 
monthly discussions and two public hearings. A 1000 foot 
depth Route 104 corridor with setback buffers distinguishes 
what the New Hampton Planning Board unanimously feels will 
define a safe and appropriate Commercial Zone. A ballot vote 
on March 9, 1993 will fulfill statutory requirements for 
approval of the new Commercial Zone. 


My sincere thanks for the enthusiasm, individuality and 
dedication of each member and alternate of the New Hampton 
Planning Board. I am particularly grateful to Barbara Lucas 
for her tireless commitment as Clerk. 


We encourage any citizen land owner or resident to 
become a part of the process in developing good planning in 


our community. We meet every third Tuesday at 7:00 PM at the 
New Hampton Town Office.

The Lakes Region Planning Commission is a voluntary association of local communities 
designated by area towns as the organization that brings towns and cities within the Region 
together. By associating and pooling resources, local governments have a highly trained 
professional staff available to them for a wide variety of services. Areas of current 
expertise include land use planning, transportation planning, master planning, environmental 
planning, capital improvement programming, impact fee studies, economic and community 
development, housing, fiscal and environmental impact analysis, geographic information systems 
and computerized cartography, household hazardous waste collections and site plan review. 
Communities may also obtain the services of a professional planner on a regular basis through 
our Circuit rider program. The Commission also serves as a collective voice in dealings with 
state and federal governments protecting and furthering the interests of our communities. 


Your support enables the LRPC to undertake comprehensive regional planning and to carry 
out various projects and programs of regional benefit. Over the past year, the LRPC: 


0 Provided consultation and assistance to twenty-eight member communities. 


Oo Meéetrepeatedly with state officials and agency representatives to influence policy 
and help keep the Region an active participant in many ongoing State programs. 


o Contracted and coordinated the 9th, and largest, regional household hazardous waste 
program in the Lakes Region serving over eighteen municipalities in a one day super 
collection. 


0 Participated on the Governor’s Advisory Committee for the creation of the Governor’s 
State Park along Lake Winnisquam in Laconia. 


o Sponsored local sessions of the N H. Law Lecture Series. 


o Incorporated and participated on the Belknap County Economic Development Council, a 
regional consortium of area towns for economic betterment. 


o Supported the capitalization of the long awaited U.S. Route 3 and N. H. Route 11 
community oriented transportation study of the Route 3 & 11 transportation corridor 
from Franklin to Laconia. 


o Appointed to the Route 3 & 11 Policy Advisory Committee and entered into an Agreement 
with the N. H. Department of Transportation to participate in the undertaking of this 
important corridor analysis. 


o Completed a comprehensive environmental, transportation and land use analysis of 
important industrial lands bordering Gilford and Laconia for future economic 
development efforts on behalf of both municipalities. 


o Prepared an analysis of barriers to affordable housing that was used by the N. H. 
Office of State Planning and the N. H. Housing Finance Authority for developing 
strategies relative to affordable housing. 


o Enhanced our geographic information ein capability. With two trained staff 
people, we provide advice regarding GIS to many member towns. We have completed GIS 
mapping for projects in Laconia, Franklin, Holderness and Moultonborough. We also 
are represented on the N. H. GIS Advisory Committee. 
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o Continued to participate on the State’s Ad Hoc Route 16 Advisory Committee which is 
overseeing the Route 16 Feasibility Study designed to investigate steps to preserve 
the Route 16 transportation corridor to insure economic vitality and a high quality 
of life for the residents of communities and regions served by Route 16. 


o Obtained approval from the N. H. Department of Environmental Services and USS. 
Environmental Protection Agency to develop and promote local water quality protection 
regulations among communities bordering Lake Winnipesaukee. The project 1s expected 
to be funded in 1993 and carried forward into 1994. 


o Continued to participate on and support the N. H. Heritage Trails efforts. The N. H. 
Heritage Trail is a recreational trail generally following the Pemigewasset and 
Merrimack Rivers from the Canadian border to the Massachusetts border. 


Oo Made available the services of a recycling coordinator to area towns. 


o Worked closely with the Merrimack River Watershed Council, Pemigewasset River 
Watershed Council, the National Park Service, Society for the Protection of N.H. 
Forests and others to protect open space and conserve important parcels of Jand along 
the Pemigewasset and Merrimack Rivers as part of two federal Wild and Scenic Rivers 
studies. 


o Initiated point and non-point source pollution mapping of towns in the Region and 
transferred this information into the LRPC’s geographic information system. 


o Continued to administer the Region II Transportation Advisory Committee in 
coordination with the N.H. Department of Transportation. This group meets throughout 
the year and has established regional transportation priorities which are annually 
presented to the Governor’s Highway Advisory Council and the State Department of 
Transportation for future transportation improvement projects. 


o Continued to administer and participate in a number of master plan updates throughout 
the Region including, but not necessarily limited to, Belmont, Andover, Northfield, 
Holderness, Gilmanton and Sanbornton. 


o Surveyed area towns to learn of the services that are of the greatest regional 
priority; e.g., education, data and information services and land use/water quality 
management.

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Pemigewasset River Study Committee 


The Pemigewasset River Study Committee is working with the 
National Park Service to conduct a wild and scenic river study of 
segments of the Pemigewasset River. The committee consists of 
representatives from the seven towns included in the study: 
Thornton, Campton, Plymouth, Holderness, Ashland, Bridgewater and 
New Hampton, as well as representatives from riverside 
landowners, conservation and recreation groups, business and 
tourism interests, farmers, sportsmen, the state of New Hampshire 
and Plymouth State College. The committee has been working on 
the study since October, 1991. 


As of January 13, 1993, the Study Committee has completed the 
following major tasks: 


1) Reviewed and approved a draft resource assessment and wild 
and scenic eligibility report, which evaluated the regional 
Significance of river-related resource values and found the 
Pemigewasset eligible for inclusion in the national system. 
Copies of the final report will be printed and distributed later 
in the year; 


2) Reviewed and approved a comprehensive evaluation of 
existing protection measures for river resources in each study 
town. Results of the evaluation were presented to town boards; 


3) Designed two surveys inquiring about people’s attitudes on 
river conservation. One survey was mailed to all riverside 
landowners, while the other was designed for the general public 
and was printed in the Record Citizen and distributed in Town 
Halls. Results of the Surveys were reported in the January 1993 
issue of the Pemigewasset Wild and Scenic River Study newsletter, 
and are available at town offices. 


4) Completed a draft river management plan relying largely 
upon existing laws, voluntary actions and education. 


By August of 1993, the National Park Service must make a 
recommendation to Congress concerning whether or not the 
Pemigewasset River ought to be included in the National Wild and 
Scenic Rivers System. This recommendation will depend upon 
whether the study towns support designation. To gauge this 
Support, residents will be asked to vote on this issue at March 
Town Meeting 1993.

The Newfound Area Nursing Association has experienced a 
dramatic increase (39%) in the demand for services from New 
Hampton residents during 1992. The following statistics 
represent home services provided in New Hampton during 1992.

The increased demand for services can be attributed to a 
variety of reasons.

In addition to our home services, NANA's efforts to 
promote and maintain health continue via its clinics.

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Youth Services Bureau 


The Youth Services Bureau has been providing direct services 
to the Town of New Hampton through its component programs of 
court diversions and short term counseling since March of 1989. 


The Youth Services Bureau’s Court Diversion Program provides 
a variety of experiences which allows every youth to be 


responsible and accountable for their actions. In addition, this 
program also addresses other important issues in an effort to 
prevent these youths from becoming repeat offenders. It is 


Significant to note that the percentage of young people who go on 
to commit further offenses within one year of completing this 
program is 8.9%. 


In the fall of 1987 the Youth Services Bureau developed two 
new programs: Drug Abuse Reduction Training (DART) and the Youth 
Companion Program. DART (now known as The Challenge Course), is 
a community-based resource designed to provide youths ages 13-17 
with the tool necessary to understand substance abuse so that 
they can make positive decisions about alcohol/drugs in their 
lives. The Youth Companion Program was designed to provide 
companionship and a positive role model on a one to one basis for 
boys and girls ages 6 to 13. Appropriate high school students 
are recruited as the volunteer companions. These programs have 
proved to be valuable resources for this community. 


The Youth Services Bureau’s total operating budget for 1993- 
94 has been determined to be $105,503.36; a 2% increase over the 


1992-93 fiscal year. This 2% increase is attributed to costs 
beyond our control. Our budget requests have always contained 
the closest possible estimate to actual costs. When additional 


sources of funding are available or any unforesee occurence 
permits us to spend less, all unused money is returned to the 
towns (as demonstrated by the return of $206.39 for the 1990-91 
fiscal year and $291.54 for the 1991-92 fiscal year). This year 
the Youth Services Bureau is requesting $2,877.32 from the Town 
of New Hampton. This figure represents a level funding request 
and takes into account the current economic climate and our 
sensitivity to the fiscal constraints of the Town of New Hampton. 


It is our hope that the Town of New Hampton will continue to 
support the youth, families and police department of New Hampton 
through the contined funding of the Youth Services Bureau. This 
funding is essential to the continuation of providing quality 
services to the New Hampton residents.

STATE BUDGET: In his budget address to the Legislature, 
Governor Merrill affirmed his pledge of NO broad-based sales tax 
or income tax in this biennial budget. 


Other highlights: 


1. Additional $8 million for repair of municipal bridges 

Pees rect tard *oF?S35Q. million, including $122 million in 
revenue sharing 

3. $21 million, instead of bonding, to pay for local sewer 
grants 


4. Surplus Rainy Day Fund distributed to cities and towns 

5. Increasing Medicaid eligibility of needy children from 
age 1 to age 9 

6. School based low cost health insurance for uninsured 
children 

7 Reduce business profits tax and eliminate "small" 
business filing requirement 

8. Reduce real estate transfer tax and telecommunications 
tax 

9 $2.3 million for Post Secondary Technical Education 


Governor Merrill concluded with the remark that “this budget 
will provide a tax structure that will be even more beneficial to 
our citizens, it will protect our environment, it will educate 
our children”. 


CLEAN AIR ACT AND EMISSIONS TESTING: The 1990 Clean Air Act 
Girects the requirement to significantly reduce smog forming 
emissions by 1999. Presently, four southern counties, including 
Merrimack, do not meet air quality standards. With 1995 testing 
implementation on the horizon, the Legislature is currently 
embroiled in public debate as how to implement a vehicle 
emissions testing program. The scenario, which envisions $17-25 
test costs prior to registration, is compounded by the problems 
of retesting and repair of failed vehicles, costs and enforcement 
depending on whether or not vehicle testing is implemented in 
four counties or state wide. 


SAFE DRINKING WATER ACT: Compliance with this act requires 
state monitoring of some 2300 water systems serving more than 25 
persons. More specifically, the Surface Water Treatment Rule 
requires some 34 public water systems, including Tilton and New 
Hampton to either build a filtration system or locate an 
underground source. House Bill 435 requires the state to pay 20% 
of the annual cost of servicing debt of public owned systems. 


As a freshman legislator, I sit on the Resources, Recreation 
and Development Committee. I have quickly learned that the laws 
of New Hampshire are made in the committee trenches and that it 
is a full time job being heard in my own committee, as well as 
the others. Representing local constituents and their concerns, 
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I have testified on a number of issues, including water rights; 
the revocation of the 1927 Tilton-Northfield School District 
legislation; wetlands protection; golf course fee-tax; oil spill 


clean-up; Laconia State Prison; and others. I welcome calls from 
all my constituents.
